End of the Reign of Terror 

We can scarcely trust ourselves to 
express the indignation felt throughout 
thid I'.omumuity at the outrageous at- 
tacks 011 tbe Liberal members of the 
Local House that have appeared daily 
in the " Standard" since Tuesday. That 
men may differ on public questions 
and still be honest in their convictions 
is conceded in every country on which 
the blessiug of Constitutional Govern- 
ment has been conferred. In countries 
where a despotic form of government 
prevails and where the popular voicoif 
heard at all is stifled by virtue of op- 
pressive laws, under which the subject 
who has the ability to think for him- 
self and who dares express his thoughts, 
if those expressions chance to be op- 
posed to the ruling powers, is torn 
from his family in the dead of night 
and without the semblance of a trial 
hurried away into a hopeless exile 
and enforced servitude, tyranny 
flourishes. The spirit that iin 
polled the men who occupied 
the galleries on Tuesday and with 
threats and hisses endeavored to over- 
awe the Opposition and prevent the 
recording of a vote hostile to the Gov- 
ernment; the spirit that actuated the 
men who tried to iutimidate the Speak- 
er from doing his duty impartially; 
nnd the spirit that placed in type the 
articles in our contemporary aie identi- 
cal with the latest instance of Russian 
tyranny wherein a merchant of high 
standing for uttering obuoxious senti- 
mjnts in the to»vu council of Chlessu, was 
transported to Siberia without being 
accorded a trial. All breathe the same 
Bentiment— intolerance — tyrai ny — op< 
pression— the very things that many 
a nougst us spent the best years of 
__th*i*. lives in opposing. Under the 
Crown system of government intoler- 
ance was expected, and those who look- 
e 1 for it v. ere not disappointed. But 
u ider a popular form of government 
— i government formed from and by 
the People, and depending on Public 
Opinion for its existence— surely in- 
tolerance ill becomes ofhcials or the 
Press. The latter ought to be 
the champion of Free Speech rather 
than the advocate of a reign of tyran- 
ny that would permit but one side of 
a question (and that its own) to tind ex- 
pression. It is true that the late 
Government had no power over ptr- 
gons. They had no Siberia to vhich 
to exile those who differed from them 
in sentiment— although they no doubt 
wished for one; but they had and have 
a Press at their command— a Press 
supported from the public treasury- 
paid from the proceods of taxes — 
which they employed and ■ till employ 
to attack the private characters of all 
who have the manlineai to opposi; 
their acts. We make large allow- 
ance for the chagrin which Ministers 
who, from long immunity, had come 
to look on their situations as their own 
natural and inherent i rerogatives, 
must feel on finding their emoluments 
suddenly snatched away; and men 
who have enjoyed the "free run" of 
the public treasury for three long 
yea s as they witness their grand 
schenes for money-getting fading 
into nothingness, will have the public 
sympathy. Bat no allowance orsympa 
thy will excuse or palliato attempts 
to intiuiiduie public men en- 
gaged iu the discharge of a constitu- 
tional duty according to the die 
tates of their consciences, or the ap 
plication of the vile epithets that have 
appeared iu our contemporary since 
the defeat of the Ministry. Such acti 
and such epithets are a disgrace to the 
men who employ them, and when sent 
abroad work incalculable injury by 
conveying thu impression that if the 
representatives iu Uie local House are 
"cayotdu," "traitors," "freebooters,' 
"spiis," "tufthunters," "dodgers," 
"desperate," "degraded," etc., etc., 
the state of society must be degraded. 

Wo have no desire to pursue the 
painful subject further. The people 
of Victoria City will booh have the op 
portuuity afforded them of setting the 
broad seal of their condemnation and 
contempt upon the meu who in the 
name of Constitutional Government 
perpetrate, encourage and tokrate 
these outrages on the Freedom of 
Speech. Within a very few days tne 
mill who resort to these means to car- 
ry their ends will be told that rjeither 
they nor those who serve them will bo 
permitted to crush to the earth be- 
neath an avalanche of libellous attacks 
on private eharactoi those who dare 
to diflor from tbem in opinion. Thank 
God! the Ileign of Terror will loon bo 
over I

Off Cipo 
Horn met with a brisk easterly wind, 
which curried us to So degs. west in three 
days; from 50 dogs. South in the Atlan- 
tic to 50 degs. South in the Pacific occu- 
pied ten days: from 50 degs. S. to the 
tropic of Capricorn met with vexatious 
northerly and N. YV. winds for JO days 
which caused considerable delay. Took 
tho S.E. trade wind on tho tropic nnd 
carried it to 6 degs. North. Crossed tho 
equator in tho Pacific the 20!h December. 
From G degs. to 15 degs. North had tho 
winds very light, with calms at times and 
very heavy rains.

On tho arrival of tho 
California al Wrangel tho packers were 
feeding their horses on Hour und hard 
bread and bad very nearly used that up, 
theio being but about SO sacks of flour 
left when teed arrived. A great many of 
the hortea hud died through exposure and 
lack of feed. 

A good many miners came down on the 
California to Wrangel from Sitka, where 
they had been wintering, intending to go 
up thoStickeen River ou the ico, but the 
weather bjing so cold they will not try it 
for sumo lime yet. 

A. Choquette, familiarly known as 
"Buok, ".started for hit) trading post on 
the 18tii iusfc., but it is thought ho will 
have to return. 

The hospital sloward at Sitka, charged 
with theft and uwaitin r a trial by oourt- 
m ii'tial, committed suicide by shooting 
himself through the bead with a pistol.

8.— The saloof Madame, 
or Mademoiselle, Blackford's goods 
and chattels, formed a great, attrac- 
tion for the curious public. This per- 
son has become Dolorous for hor "lia- 
sou" with the young Russian Grand 
Duke, whoso friends have since shut 
him up in an asylum— for there are 
scapegraces iu every rank of life. La 
Blackford was at tho samo time expol 
led Russia, and latterly Franco, for 
publishing the Duke's iovo letters — in 
Belgium. Having to leave Paris in 
haste, her out-tit, as- the grand demi- 
mondian, has just beou sold off to par 
her debts: that is to say, those trades- 
people who supplied her with horses 
and furniture on their own exorbitant 
tonus, have had to witness tho estate 
brought to tho hammer. Not tho 
slightesl sympathy is felt forthat class, 
for they form a class of tradesmen who 
will lit up a notorious courtesan, rt« 
gardloss of 'expense, and who would 
show virtue to the door if it demand- 
ed credit. Her horses and team of 
four ponies, wore disposed of to pay 
their board and lodging bill, then 
followed the furniture. Cards to 
view tho apartments were granted by 
tho auctioneer, preparatory to the 
furniture being removed to the public 
mart. Many correct ladies, who hesi- 
tated, even when veiled, to visit the: 
home of gilded vice, did not scruple- 
to await, for a few hours the opening 
of the public sales-room on exhibition 
■as well as auction day. Of course 
many article's not belonging to tho 
'expulste' were introduced, to parti- 
cipate iu the future of a secured pub- 
lic, However, this apart, it was easy 
to preceive that Mine. Blackford, un- 
like her French erring sisters, had no 
tasto; sho left, herself unreservedly, iu 
her upholsterer's bands, hence, all was 
glitter, show nnd bordering on vulgar- 
ity. She bud n decided admiration 
for negro figures: two of these, life 
size, acted as toareh -bearers for the 
stairs; two more in parti-colors did the 
same duty in the saloon ; two others 
supported the candolabraof the dress- 
ing table, and the centre piece of the 
boudoir was upheld by a negro in au 
Atlas kneeling posture.

830,958 souls. Of the population of 
British India 140.111)0,0011 nro Hindoos 
40,000,000 Mahommedans, and 9,000,- 
000 Christians, Pursees, Buddhists, 
Sic. Tho Christians number 000,000, 
of whom 250,000 are Europeans oi of 
European desoent. There aro 20 
language!; spoken in Hindoostau. As 
regards occupations India counts l,- 
236,000 Government servants; 029.000 
arc employed in religious and hospital 
service; there are 30,000 fanatics nnd
